Tentative proposals were made yes- 
terday to the finance committee of 
the City Council that the Street Rail- 
way running along Portage avenue be 
put into operation, and it was intim- 
ated by H. F. Harmon, Hudson's Bay 
Co. Land Commissioner, that if the 
Council would assume responsibility 
for the upkeep of the Ines, and guar- 
antec a limited service, to be increased 
as population demanded, the Company

WOULD BE TAKING 
MONEY FROM POCKETS 


(Continued from Page One) 


“Whereas the declaration of the 
U.F.A. enunciated by the conventions 
of 1919 and 1920 form the basis of 
its political action and must be re- 
garded as the principles which gov- 
ern its political activities; 


“And whereas it was anticipated 
that many difficulties which could 
not be forescen and provided for 


would naturally confrodt the elected 
representatives In attempting to co- 
operate in the practical work of 
parliament or of the legislature; 

“Therefore this convention does 
now affirm: That while differences 
of opinion will naturally arise on 
specific questions it is essential that 
the elected U.F.A. representatives, 
having in mind the guiding principles 
the organization, shall maintain 
their solidarity as a group; 

“And that, recognizing their roa- 
ponsibility to the organization and tc 
the farming industry, they shall at al] 
times be seized with the important 
duty which devolves on them of co- 
operating in finding practical meth- 
ods whereby they can further the 
alms and objects of the association.” 

The Alberta Wheat Pool is urged 
“to take steps to own and control jt: 
own terminals and mixing houses he- 
fore the next crop is marketed" in a 
resolution adopted unanimously by 


the United Farmers of Alberta thw 
afternoon. It was declared that Al- 
berta had suffered great loss this 


year through changes in the stand- 
ards of wheat grades, with a result- 
ant loss of many millions to the pro- 
ducers, and it was added that it was 
“unbecoming to an organized and tn- 
telligent body of farmers in this 
province to allow themselves to be 
exploited in this manner,” especially 
when they had a wheat pool in oper- 
ation. The pool, therefore, was urg- 
ed to do everyth!ng in ita power “to 
prevent a recurrence of what has 
happened this year.” 

A second resolution, also edopted, 
said the present system of marketing 
wheat on grades based on weight 
and appearance should be replaced 
by a system of marketing “according 
to milling values.” The wheat pools 
were urged to “endeavor to find some 
practicable mvans of marketing our 
wheat upon a milling value basis, 
passing the full intrinsio value of his 
grain on to tha producer less only 
the actual marketing costs.” 

George Bevington, 8. 8. Sears and 
Stephen Lunn wero re-olected mem- 
bers of the executive council of the 
association, Theer were five other 
candidates and a ballot was taken. 

Many resolutions wore discussed 
during the afternoon, the majority 
of them dealing with provincial ieg- 
islation affecting taxation and hos- 
pitals. The government Was urged 
to fix on a permanent basis the pras- 
ent pension senle for amputation 
cases. It was askef that patients 
chould be admitted to all municipal 
hospitals on the recommendation of 
licensed chiropractors, who should 
have the right to attend thelr pa- 


tients.

However useful the Hudson 
Kay road might be as an outlet for Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan wheat, the financial prospects of 
the enterprise are not rosy enough to excite envy 
among the other provinces if the two most con- 
cerned should take over the line and become 
answerable for the losses. Premier Bracken says 
he is not ambitious in that direction. It may be 
eurmised that the level-headed Premier of Saskat- 
chewan is like-minded. Those impatient optim. 
ists who would have the prairie provinces under- 
take tho project are doomed to disappointment 
They just won't do it. The Hudson Bay road will 
he completed, but it will be completed with Fed- 
oral money and at Federal risk, and not until

A WIDE SLEIGH LAW? 


to compel 


There is the 
farmers by law to break the roads for motorists, 
by using bob-sleighs of the same width as wheeled 
vehicles. Undoubtedly it would be an advantage, 
by no maans confined to town folks, if wide sk 
were everywhere in use. During a good of 
present winter the country roads have been al 
most impassable, so far as motor cars are con- 
cerned, because of the depth of the snow and the 
narrowness of the tracks worn by the sleighs. The 
inconvenience of that situation affects people in 
the country perhaps more than those living in 
town. Getting to the local trading centre with 
the flivver is a difficult and in some cases a dan- 
gerous undertaking for the farm family, while a 
long trip by sleigh on a cold day is an unpleasant 
experience—particularly for a family used to 
scurying over the road in a motor car. Business 
is suffering, and country life is made less pleasant 
than it would otherwise be, by road conditions 
which mean a winter of isolation for the farm 
family located far from town. 

Unfortunately there are very few wide sleighs 
in the Province, and an enormous number of nar- 
row ones. The owners of the narrow sleighs can- 
not be made to buy wide ones in order to accom. 
modate other people. Only in the course of yeara 
can the transition from the narrow to the wide 
measure take place in any general way, even if a 
statute is placed on the books forbidding the salo 
of any but wide guage sleighs. There was doubt- 
less & reason why runners were set closer together 
than wheels when these two types of conveyances 
were developed. That reason may or may not still 
hold in favor of the narrow sleigh. In any case it 
js a matter in which the farmer is the party 
chiefly concerned, and the one who has therefore 
& primary right to be heard with attention. If 
there are solid reasons for using narrow sleighs 
in farm practice, he is the man who knows what 
they are, and his investment entitles him to the 
final say. As the farmer is doing the governing 
and making the laws, the chances are that unless 
and until he calls for a wide sleigh law there will 
not be any such Igw. An indication of the drift 
of opinion in the farming community on the sub- 
ject would be timely, interesting and useful.

OTTAWA, Jan. 22—Western Cana- 
dian farmers will be some half million 
dollars richer this spring by the dis- 
tribution among the western provinces 
of the surplus profits of the operations 
of the Canada Wheat Board which 
marketed the 1919 crop.

Famous Yacht-Building Con- 
cern at Bristol, R. 1., Re- 
Organizes 


NEW YORK, Jan, 22—Contrary to 
reports circulate several months ago 
that the famous Herreshoff yacht 
building plant at Bristol, R. L., had 
been sold and would go out of busi- 
ness, information was received by 
yachtsmen here yesterday that the 
company had been reorganize® and 
would continue to build yachts as 
heretofore. lit is true that part of the 
plant, the shop in which steam bollers 
were made during the war, has been 
sold, but all the shops in which yachts 
were built, including the famous cup 
defenders, remain as they were in the 
reorganized concern. 

Information was received that the 
Herreshoff shops, or the Herreshoff 
Manufacturing Company, its official 
title, will be fully prepared to build 
yachts of its own design or those plan- 
ned by other designers. 
will also do the usual renair work and 
the hauling out and storing of yachts. 
Nathaniel G. Herreshoff. known as 
“Old Nat.” who has drawn tho plans 
of many noted defenders of the Amer- 
ica’s cup, will remain as supervising 
designer and will be assisted by his 
ton, Cidney Herreshoft. 

Old Stockholders Interested 

R. F. Haffenreffer, a capitalist of 
Providence, R. IL. is uw large share- 
holder in the new corporation and a 
number of the old Herreshoff stock- 
holders are interested in the rejuven- 
ated concern. Captain Brightmen, for 
many years superintendent of the 
yacht building yards, will continue in 
this capicity. One change in the pol- 
fey of the reorganized Herreshoffs will 
be that the work of outside designers 
will be taken in. This was done in 
only one case on record in the past 


years of the old firm's existence, which] 


began in the late fifties, It was the 
invariable policy of the company to 
design and build ull the yachts for 
which they received orders. The one 
unusual instance was in the case of a 
yacht designed by John G. Alden, the 
noted Boston navul architect, wu few 
years ago. 

Work on this vessel was started, ac- 
cording to the story, during the ab- 
sence of Nat Herreshoff. who, on his 
return to the plant. ordered his siip- 
wrights not to build the vacht. It took 
vast efforts by Mr. Alden, along with 
® meeting of stockholders, to convince 
Old Nat that the work should be com- 
pleted. This was the only time the 
“all Herreshoff” plan was departed 
from. It is believed that the new pol- 
fey of the “oper shop" for all design- 
ers will result in much more work for 
the famous firm. 

Cup Defender Designed 

Following the Civil War. the little 
yacht-building plant at old Bristol, on 
the westerly shore of Narragansett 
Bay, 12 miles above Newport, boasted 
of but one small shop on the southern 
edge of the town. Great days in yacht- 
{ng followed. but it was almost 380 
years later that Vigilant, the first Cup 
defender designed at the plant, came 
out. She proved # wonderful yacht, 
and the Wizard of Bristol then follow- 
ed Vigilant with Defender, Columbia, 
Reliance and Resolute. The last nam- 
ed yacht, which defended the Cup in 
1920 against Shamrock 1V., is still laid 


. up at the old Bristol works and said to 


be still in seaworthy shape. 

Besides the cup yachts, the Herre- 
shoff plant turned out many other in- 
dividual boats and classes of racing 
yachts which achieved fame in com- 
petition. ‘They were the builders of 
the speedy New York Yacht Club 60- 


footers, now the fastest class racing] 


on Long Island Sound. The New York 
Yacht Club 80-footers, which recently 
celebrated their twentieth racing sea- 
son, were also the product of Herre- 
shoff's.
